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Continuation of 3. NOTE: While Applicants have attempted to obviate the 1 12, 1st new matter rejection by point out support for some 
new and amended claims by page and line number after review of these passages the Examiner has found the information therein 
adequate for claims 49 and 50. The specification does not support limited sequence identity to specific amino acid residues of survivin. 
It is seemingly not of record Applicants contemplated 80% and 90% identity to specific fragments of survivin. Notwithstanding, the 1 12, 
1st written description and 112, 1st enablement rejections are maintained for the reasons of record especially in light of the fragment 
language within the claims. There is no nexus provided between the fragments and structure. Applicants do cite Board decisions to 
obviate the instant rejections, however these decisions are limited to molecules that have percent identity to a full length sequence and 
not rulings based upon fragments, which may be as little as 2 or 3 amino acid residues. . 
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
